W ashington, June 17— United States 


m arshals, 
postm asters 
and 
police 
chiefs in every city of the 
United 
S tates will register betw een June 17 
and 26 every German alien woman in 
the 
United 
S tates recording 
finger­ 
prints and photographs, and provid­ 
ing the registrant thereafter with an 
identification card w hich must be car­ 
ried on the •h o ld ers’ person for the 
duration of the war. 
The work will be carried out under 
regulations 
issued 
by 
the 
A ttorney 
General Gregory, and wom en who do 
not comply may be internes, im prison­ 
ed or deported. 
Am erican 
w om en who have’ mar­ 
ried German aliens will also be re­ 
quired to register, under the regula­ 
tions, unless they have taken steps 
to get a return of their original citi- 
cen ship status. 
W om en of German 
n a tio n a lly who have taken out A m eri­ 
can citizenship papers need not reg­ 
ister. 
The regulations also hold that 
the wife of a German who lias be­ 
com e naturalized and has com pleted 
th** acquirem ent of Am erican citizen ­ 
ship is a Citizen herself, and 
need 
not register. 
A German woman who 
married an American before April 6 
is also outside of tho class required

a rm y of w orkers in every com m unity in the land. 
These federal officials are much more busily engaged 
in the important w ork of rounding up and placing the 
labor where it will produce more for w ar— shifting tin* man 
power from the nonessential to the essential w o rk— than 
the m ajority of people realize.
